Joe  Fitzpatrick  of  the 
City  Planning  Department  made 
a  statistical  survey  of  OMI  and 
found  that  in  general  we  do 
qualify  for  RAP.  There  are  two 
major  steps  to  complete  the  RAP

a  specific  area  of  approximately 
1000  homes  and  determine  how 
best  to  inform  the  people  con¬ 
cerned.  Since  it  is  a  requirement 
of  the  program  to  have  the 
strong  support  of  those  affected 
by  it,  an  accurate  assessment  of 
the  opinions  of  an  informed 
community  is  a  mandatory  pre¬ 
requisite. 

The  Community  Planning 
Committee  feel  that  RAP  would 
be  good  for  OMI  in  general  as 
well  as  for  the  individuals 
concerned.  It  can  do  much  to 
improve  the  condition  of  housing 
and  quality  of  life  in  our 
neighborhood.  RAP  does  this  by 
providing  low  cost  long  term 
loans  to  bring  houses  within  the 
RAP  area  up  to  code,  with 
specific  grants  or  exclusions  for 
hardship  cases. 

But,  generally,  if  you  live  in 
the  RAP  area  you  must  bring 
your  house  up  to  code;  partici¬ 
pation  is  mandatory;  so  it  is 
especially  important  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  community’s  attitudes 
before  the  program  starts. 

The  Farragut  Community  Cen¬ 
ter  Program  is  looking  up  as 
well.  It  appears  that  The  Board 
of  Education  is  prepared  to  give 
OMI  at  least  part  of  the  building. 
The  Board’s  present  plan  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  to  use  some  of  the 
building  for  administrative  pur¬ 
poses,  and  it  is  our  purpose  to 
gain  the  entire  site.  To  do  so,  we 
will  have  to  continue  our 
lobbying  efforts,  and  there  are 
some  signs  that  we  are  winning.

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Dialogue 

With  Assembly  Speaker  Leo  T.  McCarthy 

Several  ambiguities  in  current  landlord-tenant  statutes  still 
provide  major  obstacles  to  harmonious  relations  between  renters  and 
building  owners.  Rather  than  protecting  both  parties,  they  breed 
misconceptions  and  disagreements. 

The  Assembly  Judiciary  Committee  has  attempted  to  find  a 
suitable  solution.  After  holding  public  hearings,  it  met  extensively 
with  representatives  from  statewide  landlord  and  tenant  organiza¬ 
tions  to  resolve  present  inequities. 

Legislation  has  recently  been  introduced  to  provide  the  first 
comprehensive  revision  of  California  Residential  Landlord  and 
Tenant  Law  since  the  1870’s. 

Assembly  Bill  1672,  by  Assemblyman  Alister  McAlister,  sets  forth 
rental  procedures  for  landlords  to  follow,  and  clearly  defines  the 
legal  rights  of  tenants. 

Major  issues  which  the  bill  would  codify  are:  tenant  obligations, 
protection  of  elderly,  security  deposits,  warranty  of  habitability! 
retaliatory  eviction  and  deductions  for  repairs. 

Affirmative  responsibilities  of  both  the  landlord  and  the  tenants  are 
thoroughly  spelled  out. 

Tenants  would  be  required  to  maintain  the  dwelling  units  they 
occupy.  They  would  be  held  responsible  for  both  their  own  conduct 
and  the  behavior  of  those  who  visit  them. 

Tenant  responsibilities  to  their  neighbors  would  also  be 
established. 

The  landlord's  power  to  make  rules  and  regulations  or  to  enter  a 
tenant’s  dwelling  unit  are  carefully  defined. 

Tenants  would  also  be  protected  against  landlord  retaliatory 
eviction.  The  tenant’s  right  to  exercise  legal  prerogatives  and  to 
organize  other  tenants  would  also  be  secured. 

Senior  citizens  would  be  unconditionally  protected  from  eviction 
without  cause. 

Security  deposits  would  be  clarified  and  limited  to  not  more  than 
one  and  half  months  rent.  The  landlord  would  then  be  required  to 
make  a  written  inventory  of  the  premises  when  a  tenant  moves  in. 
The  landlord  would  be  required  to  refund  all  deposit  money  that  is 
not  accounted  for,  in  writing,  within  two  weeks  after  the  tenant  has 
left  the  dwelling  unit. 

The  bill  would  also  place  a  ban  on  self-help  eviction  and  utility 
shut-off  by  landlords. 

These  and  other  proposed  changes  will  serve  to  clarify  the  rights  of 
both  landlords  and  tenants.

To  date 
seven  benches  —  four  concrete, 
three  wooden  —  have  been 
approved  by  Tom  Standing, 
engineer  for  the  Transit  Im¬ 
provement  Program  (TIP  for 
short)  and  some  have  been 
installed.- 

The  Planning  Committee  is 
interested  in  the  reaction  of 
community  members,  both  as  to 
these  locations  and  as  to  other 
possibilities,  since  we  under¬ 
stand  some  of  the  revenue 
sharing  funds  which  provides  the 
benches  are  still  in  reserve. 

There  is  also  a  possibility  of 
our  area  getting  a  few  of  the 
Municipal  Railway  passenger 
shelters  of  aluminum  frame  and 
clear  plastic.  Suggestions  as  to 
the  most  needed  locations  for 
these  would  also  be  appreciated.

OMI-CA  Represented  in  SF  Coalition

Everyone  who  reads  the  news¬ 
papers  knows  that  the  building  of 
the  Yerba  Buena  Center  has 
been  the  subject  of  swirlirtg 
controversy,  suits  and  counter¬ 
suits,  for  some  time.  What  is  not 
so  well  known  is  that  it  was  the 
San  Francisco  Coalition  who 
persuaded  the  Board  of  Supervi¬ 
sors  and  Alvin  Duskin  to  sit  down 
together  and  come  to  an  agree¬ 
ment  in  settling  Mr.  Duskin’s 
law  suit  against  the  project. 

It  looks  now  as  if  the  Yerba 
Buena  Project  in  its  original 
form  is  quite  dead.  However, 
regardless  of  what  is  eventually 
done  with  Yerba  Buena,  the 
Coalition  will  have  a  part  in  it. 

And  what  is  the  Coalition?  It  is 
a  group  of  thirty-two  associa¬ 
tions  and  organizations  repre¬ 
senting  communities  and  ethnic 
groups,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the 
history  of  San  Francisco.  Its 
basic  interest  now  is  to  see  that 


the  promised  affirmative  action 
becomes  a  reality  and  not  just  a 
piece  of  paper;  that  minority 
workers  are  hired  in  the  propor¬ 
tion  promised  in  the  agreement; 
and  that  the  jobs  go  to  residents 
of  San  Francisco 

Among  the  members  of  the 
Coalition  is  the  OMI-Community 
Association;  and  among  its  of¬ 
ficers  is  John  Squire  of  135 
DeSoto  Street,  who  serves  as 
Chairperson  for  Public  Rela¬ 
tions. 

OMI’s  alternate  representative 
to  the  Coalition  is  Derret  Rawls. 

The  San  Francisco  Coalition 
has  prepared  a  budget  covering 
office  space,  equipment,  and 
staff  which  will  enable  it  to 
monitor  the  hiring  policies  of  the 
contractors,  and  in  fact  all 
aspects  of  the  Yerba  Buena 
project.  They  plan  to  see  that 
both  contractors  and  unions 
involved  with  the  Center  live  up 
to  the  requirements  laid  down  in 
the  agreement.

IN  A  WORD  . . 

By  S.L.  CHANDLER 

I  don’t  want  to  date  myself,  but  the  fact  is  that  I  grew  up  on  Flash 
Gordon  and  Buck  Rogers  in  the  25th  Century.  Maybe  that’s  why  I’m 
so  crazy  about  Bantam’s  STAR  TREK  series,  now  out  with  its  11th 
number.  They’re  exciting  and  eminently  readable.  And  a  pleasant 
surprise:  I  was  delighted  to  find  my  old  friend,  Captain  Kirk, 
succumbing  to  the  lure  of  an  occasional  extraplanetary  romp. 

Ellery  Queen’s  DOUBLE,  DOUBLE  (Ballantine)  is  a  reprint  of  a 
1950  story  that  holds  up  quite  well.  And  in  view  of  the  scheduling  of  an 
Ellery  Queen  show  for  TV  next  fall,  it  would  behoove  you  to  get 
caught  up  on  the  master.  This  one  has  more  twists  and  turns  than  any 
belly  dancer  you  ever  saw.  A  real  surprising  ending  (to  me,  anyway). 

Bantam’s  HEROES,  GODS  &  MONSTERS  OF  THE  GREEK 
MYTHS  by  Bernard  Evslin  was  one  of  the  most  captivating  works 
I’ve  read  in  years.  You’re  reintroduced  to  memorable,  even  heroic 
figures  which  thrilled  the  Greeks  and  will  do  the  same  to  you.  There’s 
a  glossary,  too,  which  shows  you  the  words  and  names  in  use  today 
for  which  we  can  thank  the  Greeks. 

In  keeping  with  the  ever-advancing  arrival  of  our  nation’s 
bicentennial,  I’m  reading  THOMAS  JEFFERSON  (An  Intimate 
History)  by  Fawn  Brodie.  This  Bantam  book’s  a  biggie  (636  pgs.)  but 
reads  extremely  quickly.  Ms.  Brodie  occasionally  overdoes  it  with 
her  psycho-analytic  interpretations,  but  on  balance  it’s  an  effective 
book. 

I’ve  been  dipping,  from  time  to  time,  into  one  of  the  truly 
fascinating  books  of  the  year.  It’s  Abram  L.  Sachar’s  THE  COURSE 
OF  OUR  TIMES  (The  men  and  events  that  shaped  the  20th  Century). 
Delta  is  to  be  congratulated  for  putting  this  book  into  general 
circulation.  Utterly  gripping,  all  the  way  through.

World  Citizens 
Assembly  Asks  Help 

At  San  Francisco  State  Uni¬ 
versity  this  summer  —  from  July 
21st  through  the  25th  —  the 
World  Citizens  League  will  be 
sponsoring  an  assembly  of  peo¬ 
ples  from  various  parts  of  the 
world  for  the  purpose  of  organiz¬ 
ing  to  build  a  democratic  world 
community,  Who  are  the  World 
Citizens?  What  will  be  the  nature 
of  their  assembly?  In  what  way 
do  they  need  the  help  of  the 
Ocean-Merced-Ingleside  com¬ 
munity? 

The  World  Citizens  League  is 
an  international  group  of  people 
—  diplomats,  scientists,  and 
academicians  among  them  — 
committed  to  the  belief  that 
permanent  world  peace  will  not 
come  about  by  nationally  admin¬ 
istered  deterrence  by  violence  or 
threats  of  violence,  or  even  by 
bilateral  or  multilateral  treaties, 
alliances  or  pacts,  but  rather  by 
democratically  conceived  and 
administererd  world  govern¬ 
ment.  The  League’s  membership 
is  open  to  all,  whatever  their 
race,  color,  creed,  politics  or 
nationality.  Its  international 
headquarters  are  located  in 
Paris,  where  the  International 
Registry  of  World  Citizens  was 
first  established  in  1949. 

The  upcoming  World  Citizens 
Assembly  at  San  Francisco  State 
University  this  July  will  be 
attended  by  delegations  from  the 
U.  S.,  Japan,  France,  Russia, 
and  India,  to  name  only  some. 
Together,  these  peoples  will 
address  such  vital  questions  as: 
what  can  people  do  that  nations 
haven’t  done  to  close  the  gap 
between  the  “haves”  and  the 
“have  nots,”  to  end  the  arms 
race,  and  to  solve  the  problems 
of  energy  development  without 
sacrificing  our  natural  environ¬ 
ment?  From  such  discussions 
will  come  a  program  for  action, 
action  to  bring  peoples  of  the 
world  into  closer  cooperation, 
action  to  transform  the  UN  into 
(or  replace  it  with)  a  meaning¬ 
ful,  democratic  world  govern¬ 
ment. 

Unfortunately,  not  all  those 
attending  the  Assembly  can 
afford  to  pay  for  lodging  at  the 
University.  Consequently,  they 
will  need  hospitality  from  fami¬ 
lies  willing  to  donate  spaces  in 
their  homes  for  those  few  days. 
The  OMI  community,  being  in 
close  proximity  to  the  campus,  is 
ideally  suited  to  meet  this  need. 
For  those  of  you  who  have  a 
spare  bedroom  or  cot,  we  urgent¬ 
ly  ask  for  your  aid.
